Fotir Afraiust Three— A Deadlock in 
School Afftiirs Through the 
Majority's Illesral Action. 

The Opiuions of Trustees on tlie Sub- 
ject— Statement of the 
Ciiainuau. ^ 



There is n deadlock in the ufirair's of llie 
lioiinl of Scliool Trustees and the Council of 
I'ulilie Instruction. The trouble bus a risen 
out of a cornplicution of circumstuuces coii- 
DPct^sd with an Application made to the 
Council by the Truatecs, in which they 
asked for an iactease of two in the teaching 
stafTof the Centrul achoo). 

A Colonist representative interviewed 
t lie iiuMiihers of the Board of Hclionl Tnis- 
tees on the subject, yesterdiiy. As they are 
not all of the satnc opinion, in fuel, as there 
exist very great diirereiices between tliem 
oti the subject, it will he as well to give 
their fitatemcnts teiiaiat cly, and allow tlie 
[jiiblic to draw tlioir own cuncluaicna. 

Mr. 1). \V. Morrow— I would like to s:iy 
that I am very sorry iiideeil that we have 
claalietl with ilie (iovcMimeiit over this mat- 
ter. .'\a far as I lua personally concerned, 
I can asi-ureyou tli it I am swayed by no 
poiii ioul iilcas whatever, and that I really 
liclieve the staiiil I have taken to be the 
l i^lit one in every sense of the word. It is 
a ^'I'oss itijiiatiee to teucheia, in every divis- 
ion of tlie school under tlic finirth, to pbico 
ordinary iiioiiilors alii'nil of tluin, like tlic 
( liiv- rnii eul w.nit us to ilo. They go anil 
.Kplit a class in halves, );ivu one half to the 
teacher and the otiier to a monitor, ami 
though both have precisely the same 
duties to perforin, one uita JO.") a luoiitii 
aiul tlio other SIO. Then, agiin, why 
sliould a child , who has eomc up in the 
sehool, grade after grade, under dulyipiali- 
tied teachers, be placed Under a monitor 
when it reaches the fourth division'; We 
applied to tlio Govorunient for two more 
teachers for the Central school, as divisions 
i and 8 were getting too lar^e for a single 
oneto niauagu. The Govemment said that 
they could not fiive us teftcherv, bat that 
they would supply us with two monitors. 
When we ^ot the monitors, we decided 
to give the 8th division of the school be- 
tween them, and promote tJie other teach- 
ers between the divided ' p^sltiotis, a step 
upwar(3, thna giviag the toucher of the 5th 
division charge of half the 4th division. Of 
cour-se, we recognise that things are now ut 
a <|. lulloclc. The QovernraoDt will only pro- 
vide §40 a month for the extra places, nud 
it seems hard at first that a teucher should 
be put by na into 11 pii<«itio(ii>yhero she will 
lo-e $i'> a nionthf- 'Kut -ti^i " uica is timt, 
beini; morally in the rlyht in 



ing for myself, I entered into my duties, 
with the intention of doing my best and 
keeping inside bounds. The majority 
of tile board seem to have been trying to 
do their worst and overstep 
all aulliotity. 1 don't believe that any lad 
of 01 iliiiary intelligence, knowing the eir- 
cunistances, would hesitate for a moment in 
declaring that Messrs. Jessop, McLaughlin, 
lUcliurils and Morrow are totiilly wrong in 
the »tand they are taking. J am on the 
honest side and the right side, though in 
the minority, and, iiotwithstamling at- 
tempts that have been niadt to talk me 
over, I intend to do my duty conscien- 
tiously. 

Mr. J. Jeasop — You want my reasons for 
acting in this matter as I have done 1! Well, 
I cun easily give them to you. At the last 
meeting of the Board of Scliool Trustees, it 
was resolved that Mr. Netberby, the head 
of the lioys' Central school, should bo in- 
structed to promote all the teachers below 
the 4th division, and place the two new 
inoiiitorii as teacliers of the 8th di- 
vision. This was about to be done, 
and the whole matter would have gone oil" 
very nicely if the chairman and the secre- 
tary had not taken it into their heads to 
boss proceedings. They wrote Mr. Netber- 
by a letter informing him thai under uu 
consideration was he to carry cub the wishes 
of the board. Wlun we heard that, .Vlessre. 
Morrow, McLaughlin, Ridiarda and myself 
drew up a documunt ordering Mr. Netherby 
to proceed with the wiahei of the hoard 
ininiediately. I don't Icuow what has hap- 
pened since 'then. The board wanted things 
their own way, and they will have them 
their own Way. When wo wish to make 
promotions they shall bo made at once. 

" I'ut, Mr. Jcssop," asked the reporter, 
" are you empowered to promote teachers? 
Have ynu any jurisdielion of this character 
under the Act " 

" i>'s just a matter of lli'akind. If we 
haven't got the power wc ought to have 
it, and we ioti'ud to go ahead 
just as if we liail it, too. 
What powers aro we to have? When we 
want to give the school a half hellday we 
have to go down on our knees to the Coun- 
cil of I'ublic Instruction and heg for it. I 
was Supiaintendi nt of Kducitioii for ten 
yeirs, and I never heard of such a state of 
things in my life. I'd like to known what 
use it ia having a Board of Ti iistees nt all. 
Vou siiy our powers are detiiied under the 
act. Well, some of ua know as iiuieli about 
running schools as the frainers ot the act, 
and we ii^tend to do what we tliitk right. 
Peop'e are wondering why I lake iny pre- 
sent stand, while I um a nominee of the 
Government. I don't care ten cents for the 
Government. 1 took the position of School 
Trustee with the intention of using my 
brains and my own discretion on any sub- 
ject that came up. If the Government 
don't like nie they know wh ii to do. They 
can tell ine to go, un<i I'll be 
only too glad to step down and throw up 
I ho whole business. 

Mr. Chas. Huyward — The majority of tlie 
trustees are in the wrong, their position is 
entirely indefensible.

How the Ore Will be Sent Out an* 
the Railway Will 
Come In. 



Mr. G. 1!. Wright, rctuiucd froia 
Kooteuay lydie last evening, having- 
having made tlie trip from Nelson since '2 l: 
,M. on Friday, a little more than lifty hours. 
His report of the iiiiporliiiice of the di.icov- 
eriea in the new silver lead mines in the- 
Kaalo-Slocjii region fully confirms the pi e- 
vious accounts of its great ricliiiehS aud ex- 
tent. Nothing has been known to eipi ii 
it, since the tindlng of the Comstock ledge 
in Nevada and the carbonate ores of Lead- 
vilie ill Colorado. An extent of country 
probably lifieen miles in liiiglh and eight 
or ten miles in width, is known to be full of 
large and rich veins of galena and copper 
ores, carrying heavy percentages of silver. 
The last Iind in this region is now known »» 
the Hemiesay and the Soaton canip-i, named 
after their respective iliscovcrers. They are 
situated on the snuimit of the Selkirk 
Range, which divides the Ivootenay and Slo- 
ean lakes, andextend from the highest divide 
down the Slocan l.ike a distance of three 
inih s. The highest mine in the Hennesay 
vein, the Maud K., lies at an attitude of 
8,0o0 feet. The vein lius been traced nearly 
south from this point over two miles, and 
claims located coutinuou.sly for this dis- 
tance. The ledge varies from four to fifteen- 
feet in thickness, and consists principally o£ 
galena, ore carrying 60 to CO per cent, of 
lead from 100 ok, of silver up to several 
hundre:! oumes to the ton. Assays made 
from each ndne for the entire distance of 
two miles avorgod 1(K) oZj, 8ilver,;8onie o£' 
them going as high aa 130 oz. 

West ot the Hennessy camp the mouu- 
tains seem to be full of veins, smaller thauj 
the big ledge, but oiinally rich in silver and 
lead. About fifty mines have been located, 
all assaying as well as the first one. Hun- 
dreds of tons of float ore are to be found on 
all of these claims, from masses as large as 
a man can lift down ^to fine, disintegrated 
pieces. A gentleman who niaiie his way 
over the mountains through brush, fallen 
timber and a heavy snowfall, said that he 
had never seen such a display of ores in any 
camp in his life, and he had visited all the 
famous camps of this continent. 

Of course the wildest excitcni fnt prevails 
in the towns of Ainsworili and Nels jn. All 
iille miners stampeded a considerable time 
ago for the new strike. Many of the mer- 
cliants have sent in laboring men to stake 
oil' claims for them " upon shares," and 
some of them have forsaken their couutera- 
and taken to the brush with packs upon, 
their backs. The Canadian I'acific Co. 
have sent in one of their moit energetic 
engineers to examine the route up the Slo- 
can river and lake for a line for a railway^ 
and upon the steamer which ciine up last 
through the Aarow hikes two other C. P. R. 
surveyors came to look over iho pass be- 
tween Upper Arrow and Slocan hikes. 
Their leading men predict the speedy com- 
mencement of a line of railway from Revel- 
stoke towards the new mines. The Furrell- 
llendryx .Syndicate, who are constructing 
the .SO ton smelter on Pilot Bay, deolsire. 
that the ore will go down the valley'of 
Kaslo creek, in an easterly dircotiob,^to> 
Ivootonay lake, if they have to construct a. 
narrow guage railway themselves nextiatrfn-^ 
inor. llio owners of " Kaslo City'' are^pu^t- 
ting on a considerable force of men with a. 
cmpetcnt engineer to cnt a trail uji the 
Koutenay to the mines on a grade whicli can ' 
afterwards be utilized for a wagon road. 
All these various paitiea are striyiiig for the 
trade of th" ni-w region. 

The news from the Ain- woith camp is 
very good. 'J'he Skyline has 12 foot of 
excellent ore at a th pth of l-.e., lumdred fret, ' 
and are making an upraise to connect wiih 
their former shaft. Tin? siinii CDiiipany have 
jll^d bronght iu a boiler and hoisting aud 
liuinping gear to sink upon the Krao, and 
will be working twenty men in that mine 
during the winter. Mr. Wriglit mot the 
111 ic'iiiiery for the Temlerfoiit mine at Rob- 
sou and Uevelstoke, just niniuifactiired, by 
the .liihii Duty Co., of Toronto, the lirst ■ 
Canadian machintry wliich has yet been in- 
troduced for that iiur]ioKe into the district. 
.•\ II the inerchiints are laying in unusually 
heavy stocks of goods, lo be ready for the 
3|)riiig rush. 

The strainer Lytton will make two more 
trips from Uevelstoke to the Dalles, and. 
will pridiably then continue to p'y between 
the latter place and the mouth of the Koo- 
teuay river, not attempting to get through 
the Ivootenuy rapids. She has been carry- 
ing from To to ICO tons of freight per trip 
for Home time.

Fort Shoppard Railway. It is the only 
road which will give communication with

To TilK K|-)tTOii : — Tho Hospital Ball was 

a pfoiiounced suceess in very many w.iys, 
for here, on Ihi! .same floor, were e lUi-cleil 
rieli and poor, liigli and low, i-apk and tile, 
as also those of relii^ious (ienominations of 
id' kimbs, and 3-et tliey all nii.\ed, no one 
1 olced askance ;U tlie otlirr, n nie jostUd ir 
t'-ead on th(! tender tpols ot others, in tact 
it u a.-i a wondi-rful, pleasant and glorious 
exbihilioii of good iiiaiiiii-ra anil urb me eon- 
duct. Ji i.s t<i be nopcd that iliis is an in- 
anginal ion of a new era, and that people of 
all kiiiil.'i and denoininatioiis will, in future, 
emnhine to aid sick, helpless and other af- 
diet ed people, the Jubilee Hospital among 
ihe Ii1-.1t. 

It is uiideiii.ible that tlie eiro of the siek 
is a duty, one of the chief duties of e"ln isti. in 
duties iiieiilciited and insisted on by 
tlie founder of Christianity. This wa.s 
so well understood in earlie'r day.-i, thai hos- 
pil als and churches (buihlings) went hand 
ill h.uid ; where the latter existed the for- 
mer soon followed as a part of Clirisiiau 
duty. l5oth these institutions were under 
control of the clergy, some being i;leric:il 
medicos, some doctrinal, hut the whole 
fused into one body ; iu faet the medical 
profession to-day can elaiui descent fiom 
Luke, the beloved physician. In process 
nf time dilTereiicos of opinion arose and 
d.!noniiuatious consequently originated and 
grew — grew to be of the immense size and 
miinber of to-day.^ These deuoniiuutiuiis 
differed from the older stock for the most 
part in matters of doctrine and by degrees 
thoy separated the soul from the body be- 
fore death, ])iLying every attention to the 
foriii'.T 1)U t precious little for the latter ; in 
fact faith and good works the product or 
eduot thereof, became contracted into 
faith alone, and the (juarrels among so many 
dtiioiiiinations on this subject made 
ihein forget the equally if not more 
important [lart of tho Christian religion, 
viz, the cire of the siek and support of 
hospitals; indeed, the vile bod}- was be- 
lieved to be noiiiinportant when compared 
witli the .soul, although none of them cinild 
define a tangible soul independeiil of the 
body. Anyhow, tho professions liecame 
separated and what is more, the poor, 
alll cted and distreisod were left to the 
teiitler mercies of the political government, 
and so the religious element, thu denoniina- 
tionalists, saved themselves the expense of 
supporting the poor, and, therefore, hiid this 
saveil money to pay paisons, build churches 
and give them a comfortable time generally, 
their otVicial duties being doctors of the 
soul! Perhaps now-a-days jusing as the 
fountain and teac-hers of inoiala. How 
much tlie ilenominatious are still governed 
by faith and works, may be somew hat esti- 
m-ited liy llie faet that whereas u liiindred 
tliou'iand dollars could and, indeed, was 
eoUeeted by a couple of denominations to 
erect their churches, it proved a 
very diliicult matter to eollleot twenty 
thousand dollars from all denonii- 
denoiiiinatious to erect the present .Jubilee 
Hospital; and further, it may he seen that 
whereas numberless parsons are supported 
by these same people, it is found a vety dif- 
ficult matter to get from the very same 
people suffiuient to support the Jubilee Hos- 
pitaL Does not this tend to show that 
denomiuationalisni has taken the place of 
Christian principles? Of course, many pro- 
fessors inculcate the desirability or even 
lucyof supporting the afflicted, but it is 
mot e of a denominational characlier. It does 
seem that such teaching has produced a crop 
of intense selfishness, as it can hardly be 
gainsaid that devotees think or imagine 
that by building comfortable churches, fre- 
quenting them und paying teaeher.s, they 
will inliurit a place in heaven, u liL-i ea.s an 
eipialiy essential part of t'liiistiaii teaeliiiig 
and duty is the support of the poor and siek, 
witlioul wliicli f.iltli must be do id, lor faitli 
nit liout good w-orks is dead and a mere nial- 
tcr of sellishne.ss. Churches and liospitals 
ougiit to be iiliiiobt synonynions. They arc 
ei[ual ])ortioiis of the Iriie t'lii'istian doctrine. 
Hospitals are, inile'i'd, eharclics, and in 
them may l>e seen more moral lessons and 
more impressive sermons than can be heard 
from the voice of professional preaeheis. It 
is to bo hoped then that the .lubilee 
Hospital bill will tend to unite all Ciiri-it- 
ians in an endeavor to place hospitals on u 
real Uhri.sii.ui tooting : to a conviction that 
.soul and liody on earth are inseparably con- 
nected, and that benelitliiig our fellow 
enures will benelil them as well as our- 
selves. There must no longer exist the 
idea thai simply going to eliureli aiul giving 
liticrally to its support is the only thing 
necessary to present and future reward. 
The ladies who have interested thenisetves 
in, and worked so hard to make this ball 
successful, will, it is hoped, be the means of 
mangmaiing the new era of considering the 
Cluisliati religion as inculcating .that hos- 
pitals and places of worship are corollaries 
of each other. Women ere more emotional 
lliun men. Throw olF some of the emotional 
and siih.stitnte therefor practical religion, 
that is cliai-ily, and they will soi-n find iheir 
ill- votioiial seiiliment eidirged, their good 
feelings c.xt.-iiiled, and will have tile happi- 
ness some il.iy of saying eonscieiilioiisly, I 
liave done iriy dul}- lo Cod ami man.

Harper on promissory notes, iind obtained 
a decree for 530,012 witli costs, uminnitiiig 
to #10 '60. Judgment was allowed to t^o by 
default, the faol being that the defenduui 
did not oit the lime, really cumprelieud the 
nature 'of the cose. For many years Har- 
por was one of the shrewdest and best busi- 
oiess men in British Columbia, but in the 
^ear 1884, he sustained a severe accident 
w-bile looking after cattle <m one of his 
ranges in the upper country, and since that 
accident be was scarcely responsible for bis 
actions — so far at least as tho conduct of 
business was concerned. While, in this 
frame of ndnd, he entered into u contract, 
Milh Mr. Cameron, giving him promissory 
notas to the amount of Sr)y,000, and this at 
u time whin the statu of his business did 
rot warrant such a. deal — in fact when it 
Wiis practically iiuposbiblc that he could 
meet the notes. The jji escnt action was to 
upset this judgment, on the grounds that 
wlien these notes wore given to Cameron, 
Harper was not responsible for anything he 
did. 

In tho absence of Mr. R. P. Rithet, in 
San Franci.sco, tlie di positions of that gen- 
tleman, taken at the time, were read. Air. 
Riliiet testified to having Known Harper for 
about twenty years, during the latter half 
of which pi-ricul they were on very intimate 
terms, so nuich to tliut Harper ii.ade of liim 
n conlidant, and C('nBulle(l liim on all mat- 
ters of biisiness. lie alway^j found Harper 
a shrewd business man, up to the time of 
tlie accident wliicb befell bim. After this 
Harper would scarcely know hitn, and diii 
mot uppear to comprehend the nature of any 
business they ditcus-'ed. During one ot 
these conversations Harper, wlio knew him 
-well, mistook him for Mr. Oppeidieimer. 
His memory seemed to have altogether filled 
him, and he conceived the idea of borrowing 
all the money ho could. Witness advit-ed 
him not. to enter into the contract which 
formed the basis of the present litigation, 
but Harper ignored this advice, and since 
then received no furtlier ccunsel. He ilid 
not think Harper, at the time, of right mind 
or capable of transacting lousiness. He was 
a man who did not drink, au<i who, up to 
the time of the accident, was un excellent 
business man. 

Me. Bodwell handed in the six promis- 
sory notes, amounting in all to $50,000, up- 
on which Cameron got his decree ; also the 
judsmrnt of court.- 

Mr. Wilson objected to this proceeding, 
poiouug out that the judgment had been 
obtained in 18'88, and thai not until ISOl 
was any objection token to it. It was not 
' 'Contended that the judgment had been ob- 
tained by fraud, una, until some sound ob- 
jection could be made to it, that judgment 
should hold good and valid. 

His lordship took a note of the objection, 
but allowed the notes to come in, and the 
esse to proceed. 

Alrx. .McKeown deposed that he knew 
Harper for mai y years, and, in 1874, en- 
tered into his employ as a drover. Harper 
then owned estates at KandonpFi, Fruser 
River, Clinton and Qneanelle — about 4(),()(K) 
acres in all. Haiper was a »liarp business 
man auil a worker, whose all'airs were con- 
duc'cd aiitisfaotoi ily unci proiitably. In 
,lune or -July, IKH-I, Haipfr .sus'.aini d an 
aceidi-nt, '24 hours after which *viliie.%s s.nv 
liini in a i al)in, in L'liilcotin, uiicoiiscioua. 
His face was ilLsfigui ed, an<l u mark was 
visible (jii his temple. A col, <ir tttetcber, 
was mmlo, on which Harper was brought to 
Vule, and placeil in ."^t. .loseph's lio.'iiital. 
While Harper was in the hospit.il, Mr. 
Rilliet eauie to see liini, hi't i,e di i not ir- 
COfinizc tlie vi,.,itor— hi' tmik him {. r Van 
Volkeiihufgh. Harper never recDveri d him- 
S(df since tlie accidtiit. liufoie the acci- 
dent ho was very clothe about his 
businesH alTalrH, hut after the acci- 
dent he became very eoinniuidcative, 
and spoke of his bu.siiu'.s,s to every one he 
mPt. Before the acciilunt he drank very 
little, but after it he drank freely; before 
he consulted witness, prior to undertaking 
any new investmmt, .ifterwards he acted 
entirely upon his own ideas He Wont in 
for minim.' aiul horsi^ raising and other los- 
ing speeukitiona, and said he was to make 
5."),000,(«)0 out of the Horstfly nune. After 
the accident he bought a farm from a Mr. 
Stewnrt for $75,000. 

To His Lordship witness soid that he be- 
lieved that Harper was not perfectly strong 
in mind or body, or he would not have 
spoken so freely about his business after the 
accident. 

Josiah HeetTiaii dcprs d that he knew 
Harper from about ISTO. and was for some 
years in his employ. Harper was considered 
to be one of the best business nitn in hia 
lino in B. C. before the accident, but after 
the accident his business capacity and mem- 
ory seemed to fail idtogether. At the time 
this contract was entered into, aiul these 
no ea for S;:)(),()<)l) signed, it was evident 
that hisestaie coiihl not Hlaml it. He 
fieemed to deprml tiimii tlie llor.se Fly niinc 
to ji-.y all exiieiiHi-H, hut never got anything 
otit of it. He aski<l wim.s.'i tobiin^; up 
sin ks to fi^' eh <lown the gold. "1 bioughl 
np as many sacks," said witness, " as would 
bring down all the gold in Carihco, and he 
thrfuteiieil to distmss nie for not having 
brought a sullicient numhor." 

A couple of other witnesses were ex- 
amined in support of the theory that Har- 
jier Was not responsible for his business 
triinsaetions at the time these notes were 
signeil, after which the court adjourned to 
sit again tn-day.

Hpeciineng of Wonclrrful .Skill In Carving. 
Onyx and Shells- Lifelike rortrnlts 
nt iJlHtorioal Pcrsonagca and 
V; \- Noted People. 

After falling into raptures Over a few 

rnin.s, tho visitor to Homo usually turns 
his attention to caino'o.s and loses liim- 
solf heart and soul in adnin-ition of all 
the gods and goddesses that were ever 
heard oi, from Jupiter to the veriest 
little love. Ho has seen cameos hero or 
there all his life and paid little atten- 
tion to them; but here in their hirth- 
placc, their home, Ix! develops a passion 
for them that would alTect a licart of 
stone, which these gods aiul goddesses 
always possess. And truly cameos are 
to he admired; down them who will,, 
fashion or no fashion, as an oxfjuisite 
work of art there is nothing more heau- 
tiftd. 

One of the most interesting cameo 
stxidios, says the .Towcler's Review, is 
that of Francesco ClapiKjni, on the Via 
yistina. ,Signor Clapponi has liad 
t\yenty years of practice in cameo cut- 
ting, and your correspondent is indehtcd 
to hira for much valuable information 
on this interesting study. ' He has been, 
called the modem Michael Angelo by- 
same of hi.s American admirers, and not 
undeservedly, for more exquisite worlc 
than his would he hard to find. Ilis- 
specialty is portraits, and these develoi> 
from the stone quite as truthful as from 
the crayon work, in which he is also an. 
exjjert. One of his best works is a por- 
trait of Queen Margiicrita, of Italy. 
The likeness is e.vaet, and the famous- 
pearjs, string after string, about her 
neek stand out in individual perfection. 
I'ortraits of the queen of Kngland, the 
composer Liszt and other people, not 
forgetting Cook, of circular voyage 
fame, are others of equal merit. The 
most exquisitely finished portrait is of 
Mary Stuai-t, after an anticpie painting. 
The relief is in ilesh color, against a dark 
r<'d background. Kvery point in the 
higli lace ruches at the throat stands, 
out delicately, while the entire lace is 
almost transparent — is, in fact, when 
held to the light. 

("ameos are sometimes of shell and 
sf)nn'times of stone. Tho.se of shell are 
most common and are more easily 
made than those of stone, because the ' 
shell is softer and yields more readily 
to the drill. The shells are of the 
conch order and are brought' from the 
sea at diifercnt ports ot Italy. The 
sUme comes mostly from India, some 
from (iermany. It belongs to the 
family of quartz, (handed), and comes 
in various combinations of color, the 
rarest being flesh color and red; the 
most common one black and white. 
The stone comes cut in diiferent sizes 
ready for the artist to begin work on. 
They cost from two to thirty or more 
francs each, according to size and 
quality. 

After a pla.ster ca.st has been made* 
from a drawing or portrait the artist 
sketches from ■fiie cast on the stone he 
is about to cut imd proceeds to chip 
aw;ij' all surplus portitms of ttie upper 
layer of color. He docs tliis by means 
of a drill fastened in a machine worked 
by the foot. The drills u.sed are very 
line and while at work the artist looks 
throt^h a mn{fnifying glass. These 
drQls require const-n-nt cutting down 
and the application of diamond dust, as 
the stone is so hard. The stone, too, 
requires constant rubbing off. for the 
drill blackens and .so misleads the 
artist unless continual care is given. It 
takes from three to thirty days to cut a 
stone cameo. The artist must - under- 
stand drawing and mensurements well, 
as after the first outline cutting he is al- 
most wholly dependent iipnn tlie ex- 
actitude of his eye. The finishing woi'k 
is very delicate. A miscut, and a nose . 
is spoiled, an ear taken oil, or the . 
fascinating curl of a mustache forever 
lost. It is sweet and poetical to wear a 
loved one's face cut in cameo, but woe 
to the artist wlio hy a slight deviation 
makes (iencvieve's mouth too large or 
eonvi^rts the clas.sical iio.sc of Clarence 
into a "snub." 

Intaglios are very much in favor at- 
the present time. They are just the re- 
verse of the cameos, the subject being- 
cut below the level of the stone. Many 
of these are made for the purpose (if 
si.'als, and gnve a iK'rfcct impression. It 
has been said th;it .Moses wore an inUig- 
lio ring, and wi' have no more i-eason tO' 
doubt than to i)elicve it. 2s'(j one sus- 
pects Mo.scs of not doing the proper 
thing, apd if ho had the good taste to 
wear an intaglio, he is all ilie more 
worthy of admiration. However, in- 
taglios are known to have been of very 
ancient origin. 

Intaglios are cut in stones of one col- 
or, and ftre best when the stones are 
translucent. They appear in most del- 
icate shades, and the sunken engraving- 
is sometimes wonderful in its minnte- 
ness. Many famous ]iainting-s as well 
as statues are copied in this manner, 
and the production is often as marvel- 
ous as the original. Tho "Aurora" iol\ 
Ouido Rinl is almost as beautiful cut 
into dark stone as when in lig-ht relief 
in eoloi's. Where so many ligiires jire 
g-rciuped it is reall.-y' a wonderful thin[.« 
to pi'oduce them in siu'h minute propor- 
tions as seen in these intagli(js. What- 
ever other arts tho Italians may be pro- 
ficient in, that of stone cuttbig i6 fol- 
lowed to perfection, and such beautiful 
works cannot be governed by tlu; whims 
of style. However, Danu! I^ashion 
smiles with the infatuated visitor on 
cainoes and promises to favor thorn for - 
some time to come.

ls\r. Bilfniir is fa.st ilovclopiiig into a 
.gre.it. ma-i. He ontore.l Parliament aeveu- 
toeii yens ii^'o, when ho w as (piile young. 
He did not. diatinguiah himself in any way 
for a long time. It appeared that he was a 
little bit of a dude and a good bit of au 
idler, and no one seemed to think ^hat there 
was much promise in the young imin. He 
•is well connected, and he kept hia so it in 
the House of Commons, and a\\ years ago 
ho was made Preaidout of the Local Govern 
.inout Board. But his opportunity came 
when he was appointed Secretary for Ire- 
land. 

That r.nfottunate country was thou in a. 
greatly ili.slurbed state, and a mau of strong 
will and great (I'-'tornuiiatiou was reiiuireJ 
to guide its alV.drs. To every one's sur- 
prise, the quiet young dandy who did not 
eeem to think it worth his while to get ex- 
•ci;ed about anything, proved to be just tho 
man tha' Ireland wanted. He rosi rte<l to 
ttrouic nita'iUfes and he carried them out 
-.villi [1. i'.s:Hleiu:e and (leterniinaliiiii. His 
(loliey i-.u;;' d a dreadful .btoriH about his 
ears, both iu Ireland and in tlio House of 
Commons. But he faced all difficulties 
■calmly, and he regarded the raging of the 
Irish nioinbers in the House of Coninious 
with .serenity. He never lost his temper, 
and when he eonsidoieil it worth w hile to 
rejily to their bciiaternus uLiaekM, he ilid it 
with a cool, conteniptuous s.ircasm that, 
^;'-yhUe it baiUed them, made them more 
' noisily angry than ever. In spite of all 
oppooilion, Mr. Balfour pursued the course 
lie hud marked out for lii[n.-elf. 

The good results of his poliey soon made 
tlittinselves ;ipparent. Il was seen that the 
Irish Sucretury was not to be diverted from 
lii.H course by throats or bullying or boycot- 
ting or violence. Tho agitators could not 
make him yield an inch. It was also scdi 
that behind his cnoreivo [loliey a, id his de- 
termination to maintain tlie auiiremacy of 
law|in Ireland there was a at;iteaniaii like .aid 
a. bencfioiciit purpose. The Irish are a qnick- 
tvitted people and tbey, in time, perceived 
that Mr. Balfour was not a political Meph- 
I'.islophelos who tortured and oppressed the 
''-Irish people for the pleasure their sulVer- 
ing.s gave liim. They foiuid out snmeliow 
that he had the -uod of Ireland and Iriili- 
men at heart, and that it was beeauac he 
^'^anted to benefit the country and to ameli- 
^ orate tho condition of its people that lie 
was trying to make them peaceful, orderly 
and law-abiding. The opposition to him 
und his measures gradually beeaine milder 
and execrations c ased to be be, mi when- 
<'ycr the name of li.dfiiur was nieiilioiied. 

It was seen that when a birge pirt of the 
people of Ireland was in sore distress, when 
^vilnanibers were in danger of perishing for 
lack of food, Mr. Balfour's efforts to bring 
help to the alllictcd districts wore not 
jiicrely perfunctory. They found out that 
the man whom tbey had stigmatized as 
'-'.iloody" bad a feeling heart and that he 
spared noilher time nor labor in devising 
means to relieve tho starving people. He 
wont among them, talked to the priests and 
V people, and convinced them that they bad 
in him a friend both able and w illing to 
help tliein in their timo of need. There ia 
110 more direct way to the hearts of the 
Irish pooijJe than tho one which Mr. lial- 

tir took. ' Ho did not throw bread at 
jm as if they were creatures whom ho 
was bound by his position to feed, but lie 
went among them as a sympathising neigh- 
Lor and a feeling friend, and tlur eonse- 
.quence was that the man who bail hitherto 
been ouisod lis often ub his name w.is nun- 
tionc i, was blosaod— heartily and sincerely 
blessed. Mr. Balfour's sister also went 
among the people ol the distressed districts, 
with the Countess 6f Zetland, to find out how 
relief could be moat suitably given and ef- 
fectively distributed. Tlio benevolent mis- 
Hion of Iheao ladies had, no doubt, the cll'ect 
of m .liing tho name of,BttUour pleasarit to 
•Irish ears.

Lournod 
en terprising men have undertaken to find 
cult liow many liuiiiiMi beingt therit aie on 
tills U'ide e.ii tli, bill lioM' they ran eoiue al 
even an appro.\iiiiation it is very dilUeult to 
imagine. There are bnmense tracts of the 
earth's surface which, for the census takers' 
purposes, can hardly be said t» be explored 
at all. And there are whole nations whose 
c ilculations and assertions lis to their 
numbers n^usl be taken, with very many 
grains of allowiince. For instance; Who 
c 111 tell, with any appro.ich to accuracy, 
the population of Cliiua, anil who is credu- 
lous enough to believe whut even the most 
reliable of Chinese suy about the population 
of the Celestial Empire? What, again, can 
be known about the population of the in- 
terior of Africa? The teaiity observations 
which a few travellers have been able to 
make over long, narrow tracts of country, 
must form altogether iusutliuieut data on 
which to base calculations of the number of 
people to be found on the whole area of 
Darkest Africa. But, dilliciilt as the 
task ia, and hopeless as it appears to be to 
obtain anything like reliiible results, it has 
been atleinpted. Germans, who are the 
most patient seekers after knowledge iu 
existence, have tried to number the popula- 
tion of the world and below are some of the 
results they have obtained. They are e.ni- 
taincd in a publeation calUd the "IlevoelUe- 
rung del- ICrile," and on the work of a gre.it 
many toilers, of whom L)r. Wagner and Ur. 
Supan are the last.: 

" Wagner and Supan's estimate of the 
present popnktiou of the earth is l,479,7"i!),- 
ini). Dr. uehm's estimate in 1880 was 1,- 
1.111,000,000, but this was reduced liy il.',-

r. .--ult of great accuracy in the statistics, in- 
vustigutiohb ha-, ing shown that the popula- 
tions of certain countries, notably China, 
had been overestimated. According to the 
laic.it data the areas and populations of the 
great divisions of the earth's surface are as 
follows ;

EDISOyS LATEST. 

I'.dison's latest invention promiaes to be 
a great boon to thy inbabitanls of towns 
and cities of all civilized countries. Il il 
succeeds as be expects it will, tie'y can hiive 
street railroads -.vithout either posts or 
wires. These aie the great drawbacks to 
the electric tramway. Tho posts are un- 
■ligblly and ineoiiveiiieiit, and tho wires are 
d.Lii..ei-oiis aii.l frei|:ieiilly troublesome. All 
tint the eleetiie lo.ul of the fu'uie will re- 
qiiiie will be .diiiply the (r.iek. The .•iirient 
that propi'ls the cars will run along ono of 
the lines of rails. Tha New York Herald 
says : " The general principle of the atreel 
car invention ia that the electric current 
pisses down through one lino of rail-i, is 
p eked up by the car, passes thiiiii;;li llie 
motor beneath it, ami goes out on the other 
side and returns through the othc;r line "f 
rails to the central power station." 

Singular to say, the current will be less 
powerful than that required by tho wires 
and trolly. The voltage by tlio overhead 
trolly ayslein is in excess of .'ilKl, while that 
wliieli is rei|iiired by tile new system will 
bo under 100.

When Mr. I'Mi.son baa perfected bis 
invention - -it is said to be now beyond the 
experimental stage — there will be electric 
roads evi^ry w here; no poles will be required, 
no wires, no cables, no trolly, no storage 
bal'.ery, iiolliing but two lines of rails and 
the power house, with its iiiaeliiiiery for the 
generation of the eleetrioity. It is bard to 
im igiiie the extent of the revolution in 
tr.ivi'l and t laiisport wliicli ibia invention, 
simple ua it appeals, will ellcct. 

Mr. Edison baa also on band an invention 
which will greatly increase the speed on 
railways. " lie promiaes ua," we are tidd, 
" an electric motor which will doaway willi 
the noise and dirt of the steam engine and 
give us a railway of a liuiidred miles an 
hour -a spi ed which will make the inilo a 
minute iif to-day slow and UDondurable." 
I'his may appear morcdible to some bf our 
readers, but when they reflect upon what 



has been done by electricity in our own 
day, they will hardly feel disposed to re- 
gard with incredulity tlie etl'ecla of any in- 
rention which has for its motive power that 
wonderful and most mysterious agent. 

POO/! SATISFACTIOX. 

The case against the famous Cryptogram 
Donnelly ended in the jury tiniliiig a venlict, 
in hia favor for one dollar daumgea and 
five dollars coats. . This Mr. Donnelly con- 
strued into a vindicatiou of his charucler. 
lie sued for one hundred tbousaml dolliirs 
actual damages, and one dollar was awarded 
liiiii. Tliis would certainly not be consid- 
ered a vindicatiim of eliiiraeler on this side 
of the lino. Tiio cau>eof action was u pecu- 
liar one. Some twelve years ago Mr. King 
wrote a letter to Mr. Ignatius Donnelly, 
which wa^ really Mr. DoniiePy'a biography 
from Col. King's paint of view. Tlio letter 
WIS exeeedingly spiey and yet Mr. .iiiielly 
did not pios 'oiiii' the p.qier that published 
it. It was published again uiid again al 
diircrent periods — by tho Pioneer Press 
among othoi^hipers — yet Mr. Donnelly made 
no sign. 'I'he charges and allei.'at ions in the 
letter were exel■edin^dy daiiiagiiig to .Mr. 
l),'ii:ielly. lie was npresenleil in it as a 
corrupt politieiiiii who Look biiln-s and 
who attempted to liribe, uiuong others, 
members of the Ifgialature < f the 
State of Minnesota. But it was 
not until the other duy, when most of 
the men mentioned in the letter, and who 
wore in a position to testify ,us to tlie ti utli 
of its eoMleuts, had died, that Mr. Doiuieliy 
iiiiidc ui) his mind to prosecute the Pioneer- 
Press because it had allowed this much-pub- 
lished letter to appear once more in its 
co'umns. The result of the long and ex- 
tremely interesting trial is, as wo have 
stated, nominal d i in ages and fixing llie costs 
to be paid by tb.e new.-ipaiier at live dollars. 
The fact that .Mr. Donnelly is Prcbident of 
the Htate of Minnesota's branch of the 
Farmtra' Alltarce may account for hia very 
great sensitivenera respecting his political 
reputation at this particular time. HiHiiigli 
position in the Alliance opens up forliim, in 
liis estimation, no doubt, a brilliant career. 
He most likely sees scnatorships, seats in 
the Cabinet, and perhaps the highest ofiSco 
ill tl'.e Republic, in tho viata of tho future, 
gained tliiougb the instruiiientaiity of this 
poivi-rful orgaidzation, and bo is coiise- 
(punlly de.-irous to begin his climb upward 
with a clean reeo, d. The Pioneer- Press 
stood in his w ay, and he wua determined to 
ci ush that insolent aheet. Has he done so ?

Chili's Late President was a User of 
Alorpliiue— Advice to 
Uucle Sam-

Richard Gannon, M.D., with his wife and 

son, have been, for several days past, guests 
at the New \'urk. They contemplate re- 
maining in the province, and in all proba- 
bility will ddoiilc upon making Victoria 
their future homo. 

The doctor, who is a tall, tine looking 
gciitloman, with white hair and moustache 
and di;ci(Udly military bearing, has, for the 
p.ist seventeen year s, been a prominent and 
well-to-do re ident of Valparaiso, which city 
he anil his family left but three weeks ago, 
us passengers on the Hounslow, hound for 
Nanaiiiio. From his long residence in the 
eouiiti y .so recently convulsed by civil war, 
and from his iiitiiiiate aci|uiiiiitiiiice vi'itli 
111 my of the pi iiieipid ehai actors in the stir- 
ring drama upon which the curtain has just 
talleu, tho doctor is able Lo talk interest- 
ingly and intelligently upon the recent revo- 
lutiun, and u hulf huur's chat with him is to 
bo enjoyed. 

With his family. Dr. (\innon u-.is travel- 
ling in tiie United .Statis at tho time the 
revolution broke out, in duly, and he did 
did not think tliit the troulilo waa more 
ihaii a lit tie dilliciilty of a day. .\ceiird- 
ingly lie returned tu hpiiqui, and eagerly 
hailed the lirat boatman who came 
out as the anchor iliopped, with the (lues- 
tion, " la the war over'^ " Tne answer came 
(piickly : " Ko ; it ia just beginning," and 
ao it waa. A day or so later the lirst expe- 
dition lidt li|ui<|ui to attack Baliiiaceda, and 
not returning it was thought that it had 
been utterly deleateil. This, however, 
proved to be a bad giicis. 

Dr. Gannon and his family remained in 
Ii|uiqui until the close of hostilities, and 
though they did nitt witness many uf the 
engagements, saw enough of the horrors of 
^var to convince them of the thoroughly 
ravage nature of tho conflict. Tho doctor's 
.'-ervices were in great demand, and until 
the time of his departure from Chili ho was 
kept buay attending to tho wounded, who 
still till the lioapitala. 

Asked by a Cut.o.NisT reporter as to 
whether the revolution would be beneficial 
or otherwise for Chili, Dr. Cannon aaid : 
"The chanue is good, certainly. Chili 
has been delivered from a tyrannical 
form of goveriiiiient , tlial was in 
reality an ab-oliit e inonircliy. Of ecnirse, 
l>ot.h sides are atill smarting from the blows 
received in civil war, and it will be many 
iiiontlis before tlie wounds siistaiued will be 
healed over. Hut the (lovernmeiit is otab- 
lished on a snuiid basis, and, this being 
dune, the country must become more pros- 
perous and haiipier. 

" Long before the lirst passage at arms, 
it was arranged that the army and navy 
should revolt togetlier, and linl not this 
plan been defeated, Pialmaceda'.s downfall 
would have been a bloodless oue. Ilut l!.d- 
niaceda got wind of the plot, and (luickly 
secured the services of the army Ijy increas- 
ing the paj' of the soldiers three fold, and 
even Imu -fold, and winning the ollicera to 
his aide^ by one of tluise rare stiokes of diphe 
inaey for which the man was famous. Then, 
when recruits were needed, ho sent his 
soldiers on!, .•iiid soon lilled the ranks by 
adopting the argiiiueiits of tho press gang 
(d foi iiier days. p.uL, of course, there was 
no ;()he.--inii, and so the army went to pieces 
before u ell-ditcii)liiied men, with a purfiose, 
and a patriotic one, at heart. 

" U.ilnmceda Did I know him V I was 
his physician for years and livcil in the 
hnnse adjoining hia. A man of remarkable 
t, dents ; a polialiod gentleman, relined, 
brilliant and a muster of diplomacy. lie 
waa of one of tho oldest and most aristo- 
cratic families in Chili, and his brothers arc 
all men of wealth and pi'ominence. Going 
back t3 the original cause of all the trouble 
it will be found that it lay in the fact that 
liilmucedu's power was handed down to 
him by his predfcewor. The president's 
right was to nominate his successor, and ua 
his nominee could not bo rejected, the 
jjiesident was practically an absolute ruler. 
When lialniaceda took the reins 
of gi.verninenl theri^ was a big 
Hurpliia in the treasury, •.vliich lu; 
proceeileil to sritter with a lavi.sli 
liand. His eommi;,sions weic sent to evi'iy 
part <if tho globe, their chi d object of ex- 
i.stc'iice appareiii ly being to caii-y llaliiia- 
eeila's fiiiiie everywheie. Public works ol 
every kind were iinderl akcn, ami fortunes 
were .'l attered to right and left. .Soiin tlii' 
surplus was exhausted, and I 'ongi es.s .--oiiglil 
to cheek the I'rcddeiit's ainljilious .selu nie.s 
by refusing to vole supplies. Then eame a 
deaillock, wdiich liilniacela tii d to get 
over by disinitsiiig his C.ibiuet. .Sevenlei^i 
changes in the Ministry were not<'d in the 
short space of four yiars. Finding that 
this [lolicy would not answer, the I'le.^idi nt 
determined uiion u bolder move — nothing 
more nor lesa than the eapturi; of the wli'ile 
Coiigrt ss, w Iki were to be sent to Faster 
Inland. Hut he waa met wdth equal bukl- 
ness. 'I'lii! CoiigreaBioual army, when hos- 
tolitiea ope led, was composed of but 70 
men; their hope waa in the justice of their 
cause, and they depended upon the capture 
of the towna and the sympathy i;f tho 
people. Nor wore they disappointed. 

"Does there exista possibility thut Balma- 
ceda still lives ? None ! His body waa 
seen by too many for his death to be 
doiibtsd. And his suicide was not one that 
would call forth expressions of surprise. 
Bulniaccda was a very high spirited man ; 
one who could little brook the thought of 
defeat and power lost. During the whole 
campaign, loo, he made liberal use of nior- 
lihine and brandy lo keep his nerves at the 
rei|iiiieil tension. Then wdien he found 
himself a fugitive with hia Inst card played, 
nerves, brain, every tiling gave way. The 
Heel had sworn never to lay down their 
arms until tluiy had liant'cd H.ilmaeeda in 
the public sqiiaie of Valparaiso, and they 
would, no doubt, have curried tlieir threat 
into execution. A death such as that,

"Iiiregird lo the latest complication in 
('hill's atl'airs, that in wdiich the b'ldted 
States are playing so prominent a part, all 
I can say is that Uncle .Siini had better go 
slow. 'Ihe Chilians are a peaceable, but 
not a cowardly peoiile ; they will not sub- 
mit to did ation from any po.vcr. No doubt 
if complications with the United .Stales are 
to be avoided peaceably and with honor 
they will be avoided ; but if a saerilice of 
lienor is required, it will not be made. 
Chili will not be hurried, and she will, no 
doubt, follow the cxanqile of the .States;; ; 
having said that the ^'alparaiso outrages 
will be investigated in the usual process of 
the oourta of law, Ainerieans mual wait un- 
til that process ia complete. If they aeok 
to liurry (^hili they will tind u 
brave little nation, quite ready to defend 
her honor with tlie aword. Should matter.s 
be pushed to actual war, the United States 
would discover that an army of i;0,OI)f) 
would be eaten up in Chili ; they have still 
100,000 troops there to defend the land from 
foreign foe, armed with the best of modern 
anna, magazine riflea, ainokole.«s powder, 
una dynamite guns ashore, and a formida- 
ble fleet afloat. The States had better pro- 
ceed with caution, for though peaceable in 
nature, the Chiliaos are demons when 
roused. 

During tho late war many scenes of ruth- 
less cruelty were witneased ; half savage 
troops rendered wholly savage bv the lu.ste 
of blood a ad liquor, were capable of any 
barbarity. At the sinking of the Blanco 
the greatest cruelty wns shown; men were 
shot down like dogs while swimming for 
life; and atrocities equally horrible and in- 
biiinun were witnessed on the.pampas.

OPINIONS OF TIIK LONDON I'llKSS. 

London, Oct. liO.— Thu Tolcgniph, t>e- 
forring to the Chilian trouble, Buys: Pcvai- 
<lent Harrison was perfectly justified in 
acting as he did. Doubtless Minister 
Euan's appointment has turned out to bo 
the worst that could have been made. His 
action was a notorious violation of the obli- 
ligations of neutrality, but that is no reason 
why tbe Chilians should adopt a deQuut 
attitude. If they refused to make an in- 
vestigation and to puniah the guilty persons 
th'ey were acting under the impulse of in- 
mnsate pride. It will be necessary for tlio 
' United States, doubtless against her will, 
to give them a salutary lesson. 

The Chronicle thinks that Chili will find 
It more prudent to apologize and pmiisli tiie 
asaailants of the American sailors and pay a 
compeusntion, rather than run up against a 
stone wall. 

The Post refers to the naval inferiority of 
the United States, and says it will bo dilli- 
cult, with her present e(iuipinent, to co- 
erce Chili, and expresses tlio hope that both 
parties will modify their attitude before 
proceeding to hostilities. 

ATTITUDK OK lUTSINESS MKN. 

London, Oct. 29. — The morclmnts in the 
Chilian trade are moving' every iiillueiice at 
their command to brine about British inter- 
ference in behalf of Chili, in the present 
misunderstanding between Chili and the 
United States. Tiiere is no likelihood.how- 
eyer, that Lord Salisbury will consent to 
have anytluiig to do with the affair' as long 
as British riglits are respected. 

IlUtINK TKIKS TO MAKK IMSTORV. 



WASiiiNiiTO.s, Oct. 'SO. — Tlie State depart- 
ment has given out for publication a recital 
of the precedents estiibliahwl by CJixiat Bri- 
tain, in the nature of u n'ply to criticisms 
by the neWBpapera of i^ondou It siiys, 
among other llung', that in 1803 ^ 
Briti>li bark named the Prince of 
AValea had a claim against tiie Brazilian 
government. At the time three olKcers of 
a British Frigate were arrested while ashore 
in a Brazilian town and in civilian dress, for 
<irUD]tenness and disorderly conduct The 
British Minister at Rio Janeiro at oiioe de- 
manded payment of £6,000. This uut be- 
ing forthcoming, four British nien-of-war 
saUedaway from the harbor of fiio. In a 
few days one of them, it is said, returned 
with 'the information that a number of Bra- 
zilian merchant vessels had been captured 
by the English men-of-war. Upen this the 
Brazilian government authoriZ'^a (he Minis- 
ter at London to pay tlte £6,000 demanded, 
under protest, and the dispute was referred 
to the Kinj; of the Belgians for arbitration. 
It was afterwards decided that the British 
flag bad not been insulted. Diplomatic re- 
lations between the two nations were, how- 
«ver, interrupted for two years. 

■ TBE 0. S. FLEET ON XaE PAOIFIC. 

San Fkancisco, Oct. 30. — The fleet of 
government vessels at Mare Island navy 
yard is composed of the Mohican, Adams, 
Thetis and Ranger. At the present time 
repairs are being made on all of the vessels 
except the Mohican, and it is stated that a 
board of survey will visit her within the 
next few days to ascertain how badly she is 
in need of repairs. The Pensiuiola lies at 
Honolulu, and the San Francisco was re- 
ported as having left Callao for this port a 
few days ago. Orders are expected at the 
yard, daily, to rush the work on all the 
vessels named, and .should the Chilian (lues- 
tion become a serious one,und the vessels at 
the yard be needed, it is more than likely 
that tlie force of men will l>'i largely in- 
creased. At the present time ovcr'iOO men 
are employed. Should the occasion warrant 
it the vessels could be made ready in much 
quicker time than heretofore, as the work 
-could be carried on at night. 

BEASONS FOR THE .JCTNTA's C0CR.SE. 
LoNDO.v, Oct. .'JO. — .A. di.spatcli from Val- 
paraiso to a firm in the Chilian trade, says 
the seciet of the Junta's refusal to give 
satiafuclion to the American Government 
is that the mendjcrs of the Junta and their 
associates are divided on the r|nr.stion of the 
Presidency, and after the election <i a 
President there will probably be a change 
for the better in tlie ^ituat■on. 'J'he failuie 
to capture Vienna is greitly regretted, aa 
many even of the Junta party con.sider him 
the legal President elect, his situation 
having been diirerent from that of Halnia- 
ceda, be having been chosen by the elector- 
ate. Had Vienna bc-en captured, said a 
former Balmacedaist, he would [nobably 
have been got rid of. 'Die fact that Vicuna 
is alive and willing to undertake the duties, 
if permitted to do so, is rankling. The 
ollieial added that Vicuna might be invited 
back to Chili yet.

Ki:w VoKK, Oct. .')((. — The Post myn, on 
the authority of a gentleman in this city, 
■who i.s in the conlideiice of the Chilian 
< lovernrnent, that Chili instruclcMl Senor 
Wontt, some time ago to domiuid the recall 
of Minister Kiian as ii "/u r-^nnn nim (/mid" 
to the Chilian ani horit ii;.s. It also states 
that the demand was shelved to await the 
arrival of Senor Moiitl's credentials as 
Chilian .Minisli-r lo this country. ^J'hese ar- 
rived u few days iigii and the denian<l was 
then repeated, Imt the State Department 
has taken no action yet. 



ESKI MO DIET, 
it II Not Altogitjih'ar BarbaftfUs TThen 
Yoa Acquire the Taste. 

I had rend about Eskimo eatinpf 
hiibits, \ie^niis ti writer in Cold- 
tliwaitc' s iMatrazino, how once upon a 
time, for instance, an Arctic e.xplorci- 
oflfered some Eskimo girls kouio 
sweetmeats, which, were rejected, 
while tallow candles were eagerly ac- 
cepted and eaten. Now I was to see 
an Eskimo cat. With many smiles 
Peter entered tho caViU ivnd s!Vt down 
at t,he table. I should have apologized 
lo him on account of the scantiness of 
otir fare, for we had no candles and 
Ihero wasn't u. bit of tallow on deck 
even, let alone in the cabin, but I 
noticed that the butter pltite was heap- 
ing full, the sight of which made ine 
wi.sh for some of my friends so that we 
could make a pool on the number of 
bites ho would take in swallowing the 
roll. Then Peter sat down and with- 
out ceremony helped himself to a lot of 
baked lieiins, a piece of dry bread iind 
a hirge piece uf very lean salt beef, all 
of which he bit into and swallowed as 
a hungry 'longshoreman might have 
(lone. Then he took more beans iind 
more bread and more lean beef, and with 
them several cups of coffee with a great 
(leal of sugar to each cup. lie was a 
long time g-etting to it, but he finally 
began on the butler. 1 le had poured 
his hist cup of coifee and was lookitig 
about for something to eat with it, 
when his eye fell on a plate of cake. 
Taking a small piece, he put a small 
lump of butter on it and slowly ate 
the combination with the coffee. To the 
reader of a geographical inagaziiie 
it nuiy seem striinge, but the fact is, 
until. 'l saw this man al the table, 1 had 
really expected to Iind the ICaldmus 
of south Ureenland showing the habits 
and tastes of those living a thousand 
miles farther up the coast. I had not 
quite e.vpeeted to find Ihcm livin<,' in 
snow Inmse.s, but I htid a misty idea 
that an Kskimo was a little black In- 
aian, whose chief delight among the 
things bronglit from a civilized cDUnlry 
was the tallow cjintUe. The staple food 
is seal moat and blubber. Next to that 
is the little fish taken in the fiord and 
dritd for winter use, known to them as 
the aiiginatfal and to the learned as 
salino villo.sus. A favorite wiiy of eat- 
ing the dried angmatfat is lo take it by 
tlie tail, poke it into the oily blubber 
for awhile and then chew it down. 
Awful, isn't it? It is almost as bad as 
etiting sardines. There is a deal in a 
name. Blubber is disgusting; oil, if for 
use on 11 salad, is delicious anil indis- 
jxinsable. I have eaten seal oil and 
found it (very unexpectedly) good. I 
had supposed it would have a flavor of 
fish oil. There is no such flavor about 
it. It is equal to the best extract of 
cotton seed— that quality sold as olive 
oil in all American groceries. Ang- 
matfiit and blubber, under a French 
label, would be deemed a luxury in 
:,''ew York as in Arsuk. For the rest 
the Eskimos trade seal oil and skins 
to their governor for tliree kinds of 
hardtack, for coffee, sugar and tea. 
They catch Arctic codfish (misarkornak 
in Kskimo and gadus navagti in tbe 
book-s) and salmon in the seasons; they 
shoot no end of gulls, duek-s, ptarniiu'-ans 
and tlia Arctic nare; tiiey nave eggs in 
endless quantity in the .season, and very 
many foxes are trapped. The fox is to 
the Eskimo what the 'possum is to 
the plantation darky. He likes to 
smoke, and under favoring eireuni- 
.stances will swap anything he"s got, 
including his wife, for rum. 



THE DDT1E8 OF STOCKHOLDERS. 

When a bank fails the directors arc 
blamed for not attending to their duties, 
and in reply they say, and with perfect 
honesty, we attended no meetings, we knew 
nothing about the afl'airs of the bank, we 
supposed that everything was all right ; 
why should we bo held liable for the mis- 
doings of a ptt;sident, cashier or other 
oflicer ? From such a point of view they 
are innocent ; but is this the only point of 
view from which they should bo regarded ? 
It certain that the public suppose, or ex- 
pect, Bomething more of them. If they 
accept and do not attend to their duties 
they occupy a false position ; and they 
should not be permitted to eacapo liability 
on the plea that they knew nothing about 
their institution, It ia said that the Comp. 
troller of the Currency will deal with this 
question in his next report ; we trust that 
he will, for- surely the situation of director 
is misconceived at the present time. Many 
men are unwilling to go on boards because 
they well know what the public expects 
of them, and that they have no time or in- 
clination to attend nieetipgs, So they de- 
cline to saijve. Bui they are tbe men who 
would be the most faithful and conacie' j. 
tious in the disoharRO of their duties ; r 
so it is contended that banks ai e bett' 
with such men, even if they cannot ^c.i^end 
meetings very often, than they v ^^j^ji^ 
with an infeiior class of men who at- 
tend more fre(iuently. Thus we ^„ 
of a very important (juestion _ai,(,uld tlie 
legal responsibility of direct' j,^ lessened 
in order to draw a better eb' men into 

the boards, or be increase j,, which case 
they would be less inclii j^d to serve, and 
banks would be obliged, to select less de- 
sirable ineu '/—Bunker' ^ Magccine.

The ilullnesa in Willi Btreet conlinues, 
and stocks still osoilliito within a nmga too 
narrow to ciicoiiriigo large apeculativo tiuns- 
iictions. The abaenco of any ailvunco in the 
liiink of Kngland rule of iliscoiint last weelt, 
and the continued imports of gold, together 
with ,1 further liherul increase of the surplns 
reserve in the biinU statement of the 17th 
inst., wen; expected to have a reviving 
cfVeet iii)un the market dnring the past 
week, )nil only a slight iinpnivciiiont was 
iiuLiigiiriiteil. The nuirket still shows liy 
the daily nieugre trunsuctiona an insensibd- 
ity lo favoralile factors which cun hardly he 
construed otherwise than as uu oiniiious 
symptom. The abrinUuge of transactions 
on the I'lxehaiige to less than one-half their 
late vohiaic plainly means that an iinijort- 
ant class of large holders have sidil out and 
that they are not at present disposed to 
enter the market again at. the current range 
of values. Hence such a cuntlition cjf 
present holdings usually results in either a 
reaction of prices, or in e. prolonged stag- 
nancy, during which comparatively weak 
holders have to keep up a forlorn struggle 
Hgainat the bears. " 

The capitalist class who were caught in 
the crisis of last fall with heavy loads of 
second and third rate stocks have succeeded 
in transferring them to transient specula- 
tive bnj'ers ; and the former cla.ss of oper- 
ators, always so essential to a successful 
"bud" movement, are now out of the mar- 
ket, and their tactics are likely to favor the 
"bear" side until prices nro more teinpling 
than at present. These men nro as the wind 
to the 3. tils, the steam to the locomotive, 
the money that "makes the mare go ;" an<l 
a market without them hns usually a very 
UDproniising prospect. The present holders 
of stocks are, it is true, helpetl by the 
greater eiso in money, by the general re- 
covery of confidence, by the inuux of for- 
eign noli, and by the good intlueoces that 
attend sucli an extruordioary harvest us 
has befallen us ; and this may enable them 
to bold ou and perhaps to secure occasional 
slight advances ; but without the co-oper- 
ation of the great prof essioiuil "bulls" they 
can make little progress, and have the 
choice between a judicious yielding imd a 
protracted dullness and stiiguanoy that can 
be ended only by compulsory realizing. 
There cannot be a gooa market without 
good buying, and there cannot be good buy- 
ing without good buyers, neither of which 
of sulHeieiit niiignitude exist at present. 

There are plenty of inllueutial operators 
who, although they believe in ultimately 
higher prices, think it better to allow the 
market to rest for a time; and they are 
likely to continue to poatjione 0])eraHona 
until they can get it on better torina tlian 
exist at present. lu brief, the inm ket is in 
that niHatisfuctory condition of being atroug 
enough to support prices, and yet not at- 
tractive enough to induce important strong 
buying. The issue of such a situation is 
.uauully ii protracted oiid unbroken dullness 
which continues until hoUlers are wearied 
out or driven from the lunrket; und there is 
too much reason to fear that the present 
siluation may run into just, such a prolitlees 
condition. Under such circumstances, it 
.seems tlie wisest policy for holders to let go 
a part of tlieir stocka and slind prepared 
for getting into a freab campaign, starting 
from a lowei- basis of prices and havine the 
support of a class who alone can make a 
boom successful. 

Hut while the personnel and the make up 
of the market are not conducive to progress, 
the chief current factors afl'ecting the intrin- 
sic valn'e of securities are distinctly favor- 
able. The foreign dcmuuil for wheat con- 
tinues upon a very lar^o scale, aud the yield 
ill the jiriec of that cereal is calculated to 
stimulate its export. The re' urn of gold 
from Europe sbowa no symptom of abate- 
ment : and at London the loss of gold has so 
fur produced uo efTeot upon the iSank of 
Kngland rate, nor upon the rate in the open 
maiket, while in the stock mar- 
ket the preference for American 
securities is causing a steady stream of buy- 
ing orders to cabled to New York. This 
is certainly a better condition of foreign 
finances than has been anticipated The un- 
c isiness caused by the Bassian loan and by 
reports of fresh trouble in the Argentine 
Republic seem to have the effect of stimu- 
Ittttog the London demand for investments. 
The late reports of damage to cotton arc 
now followed by intelligence of killing frost 
in the cotton belt, the immediate ell'ect of 
winch is to cause an advance in price, both 
here and in Liverpool. There can be little 
doiilit that eonsiderahle deiluctions will 
h.ive to be m ule from the CiU lier esliinates 
of this crop; liiit, as the price will probably 
be corre-ipoudingly advimeed, the tirnincial 
results of the yield are not likely to be 
inateriiilly allectLd. It is uiifortuiiule that, 
with so many good elements in the situa- 
tion, the nndue forcing up of prices dnring 
the l.ito boom .hlionld liave |iiit llie Stock 
Market in a position whicli prevents an 
udeipiate response to these factors.

There ia a strong, 
friendly rivalry between the two men, and 
they will certainly row an honest race. 
Hanlan, whose name ia perhaps better 
known than that of his opponent, is in love 
with the course and with his boat, which he 
scut for especially for this race. He is in 
the pink of good condition, and says him- 
self that he never felt more capable of 
making fast time. In fact, he has told sev- 
eral of hie friends that if the water is favor- 
able to speed he will make a great elfort to 
cut under the record, made by himself. 

Stephenson, while not so well knosvn to 
fame as his Canadian brother, is an antago- 
nist of no mean iiieltle. He hiia been train- 
ing ac the lake for some weeks past, and 
those who have watched liim at work say 
there is any amount of t;o in him, and if 
Hanlan defeats him it will be only by the 
display of fine ability to hustle. 

In their practice the oarsmen are the 
admiration of dozens of vibitors who arc 
enjoying the hospitalities of Hotel Sliawni- 
gan. Both are on the water three or four 
limes a day, 'M being Hanlan's favorite 
stroke , Stephenson varies his stroke in 
practice from .'!() to 42, his ateaily work be- 
ing done midway between, (iame of all 
kinds is plentiful on the lake, and while the 
men adhere strictly to the laws of training 
they do n- 1 go hunj,'ry.
